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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Sir: 

In response to the Office Action dated December 3, 2004, requesting an election of one 
invention to prosecute in the above-referenced patent application, Applicants hereby provisionally 
elect, with traverse, to prosecute the invention of Group I, claims 9 and 20 "drawn to a method of 
identifying compounds for treating obesity using an in vitro binding assay." This election is made 
without prejudice to or disclaimer of the other claims or inventions disclosed. Applicants reserve the 
right to file one or more continuation applications to the non-elected subject matter. 

It is respectfully requested that the Group I claims be examined in conjunction with the 
Group II, claims 9 and 20 "drawn to a method of identifying compounds for treating obesity using a 
cell based transactivation assay." Applicants submit that the search for art poses no undue burden 
on the Examiner, since the claims of Groups I and II are claims 9 and 20 which are directed to 
methods of identifying compounds for treating obesity comprising identifying inhibitors or regulators 
of PPAR5(p) activity. Applicants request that the search for art be directed to Applicants' claimed 



methods for identifying compounds for treating obesity rather than limiting prosecution of the claims 
with respect to an assay recited in the markush group of claim 9. Applicants submit that there is no 
undue burden placed on the Examiner by this request. Thus, Applicants respectfully request that 
the claims of Group I and Group II be rejoined for examination in the present application. 
Reconsideration of the restriction requirement is respectfully requested.
